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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is allowable for at least the following reasons where the prior art of record fails 
to teach a water treatment system that has a treated water conduit and untreated water 
conduit where the treated water conduit is disposed within the untreated water conduit 
and the conduits are out of fluid communication with one another. The untreated water 
conduit and treated water conduit pass through a shower head for selective operation to 
deliver water to respective delivery point openings as desired by a user and are further 
arranged to be connected at a coupling at the base of the showerhead handle. The 
prior art of record also fails to teach where coupling of the showerhead handle has 
respective openings for the treated and untreated water conduits to pass through and 
permits water to flow through from each respective conduit to their respective delivery 
point opening and a flexible pipe additionally surrounds the treated and untreated water 
conduits to protect the conduits. The prior art of record fails to further teach where the 
valve stem of the valve controlling water flowing through the treated water conduit 
moves in an S-shaped portion of the showerhead and comes out to an L-shaped end 
portion of the conduit in an orthogonal arrangement. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
